SUBJECT: The Ely Family of Jackson County 


My great-grandfather was John Charles Ely of the Harleston community. His 
father was Antoine Ely, and his mother was Sarah Cumbest, daughter of Simon 
Cumbest, a Jackson County pioneer. This John Charles Ely lived 1819-1904. 


It is my understanding that the original Ely in Jackson County, probably aiso 
named John Charles Ely, came to the Moss Point area from France, with his 
sister Mrs. Dupont, about 1760-1770. At one time the Ely family owned much 
of what is present-day Moss Point, around a waterway known as Bayou Ely. 

I think Bayou Ely may have been the waterway in Khayat Park, or, possibly, 
one further to the west. 


Do you have any information on these early Elys, or do you know of anyone 
who has done research on them? I would appreciate any information which will 
help me in my family research.
